Governor Brett Spoke With Ottawa 
From Edmonton 


These facts were brought 


the auspices of the King govern- 


For the first time in the history of 
Western Canada, telephone conversa- 
tion-was held ‘on Sunday between 
Edmonton, Alberta, and Montreal, by 
way of Chicago and New York. Uni- 
versal telephone service with the en- 
tire continent will be brought into ef- 
fect by the Alberta Government Tele- 
phone system this week. The cere- 
mony celebrating the event was held 
on Wednesday of this week, with 
Lieut.-Governor Brett of Alberta, at 
Ottawa. The service now in effect 
makes it possible for practally the 
entire telephone system in Alberta to 
obtain telephone cmnection with all 
points in the western provinces, East- 
ern Canada and the entire United 
States, and even as far south as Ha- 
vana, Cuba. By the system of re- 
peaters now in use and invented some 
years ago, it is possible for the hu- 
man voice to be heard distinctly over 
great distances by phone lines, and 
this is the secret of the establishment 
of the universal telephone service. 

Alberta province is the first prov- 
ince or state on the continent to es- 
tablish universal telephone —serviece. 
Connection was already. established 
some two years ago with Winnipeg. 
and with Salt Lake City but now full 
telephone service will be possible with 
all points on the Pacifie Coast includ- 
ing Vancouver, as well as in Eastern 
Canada and the States. The addition- 
al equipment necessary to make this 
service possible has been compara- 
tively small so far as the Alberta ays- 
tem is-concerned,

When supplies ran low, a hurry call 
was sent, and until the necessities 
came in they lived on what they had, 

The cast included all nationalities, 
with a preponderance of Irish and 
Chinese. 

In addition to these, costumes were 
provided for hundreds of girls who 
appeared in the picturesque hoop 
skirt and pantalette stle of the times 
and for cowboys, rail workers and 
scouts. “ 

The engines which appear in the 
picture were the originals of both 
railroads having been loaned especial- 
ly for the purpose.

Would Eat Raw Meat — 
| Japan to Experiment on Raw Product 
For the Diet 

With the popular appetite for meat 
steadily increasing in the land of Nip- |. 
pon, it is-now proposed to experiment 
on the raw product for the diet, ac- 
cording to Dr. Issa Tanimura, special 
government food commissioner, who 
lis in the United States gathering data 
in the interests of an economical meat, 
supply for his nation. During his 
stay here, Dr. Tanimura has conferred 
with officials of the national livestock 
and meat board, and other authoritties 
of the industry, 

“We have long been accustomed to 
eating our fishes raw, so why can- 
not meat be used in the same way,” 
is the logic offered by Dr, Tanimura. 
“Of course, we are not: prepared to 
say as yet whether raw meat will be 
practical, but we are at least consid- 
ering the posssibilities.” 

The Japanese are learning more 
about the food value of meat pro- 
teins, calories, ete.” said the visitor. 
They can do very well without corn, }- 
milk and a number of other foods, but 
they are now familiar with the taste 
of meat.and feek that they must have 
it. 


The problem is, according to the|- 
commissioner, to supply meat at a 
sufficiently low price to be available 
to the masses. It ds possible for the 
well-tozdo to buy {t,he sald, but be- 
cause of low wages the cost is often 
prohibitive for the laboring classes. 
In thé face of this situation {t seems 
that all classes have now come’to the 
realization that meat Is the necessary 
| food element to keep their bodies fit” [

an, the doctor was emphatle In his

» Produced in Canada Annually : 

Did you use your hundred pounds of : 
salt Jast year? If not you did not get 
your share for, according to the natur- 
al resources intelligence service, there 
are ovér 800 million pounds of this 
necessary substance used or sold by 
producers in Canada annually. Even 
then we use less than the citizens of 
the United States, for in 1924 they 
consumed one hundred ‘and twenty 
pounds per capita. and have been 
known to consume as high as one bun- 
dred and twenty-seven pounds, 

Practically the whole of the Cana- 
dian production comes from near 
Windsor, Ontario, although the Mala- 
gash deposits of Nova Scotia are be- 
coming of increasing tmportance to 
the fishing industry especially. The 
Ontario deposits sometimes reach a 
thickness of 250 feet. Despite these 
splendid mines almost balf of the salt 
used in Canada 1s imported.

‘Old Furniture Not As Comfortable As 


Disease Among Taken 


Adopting White Men’s Methods May 
Lead to Extermination 

Not many years will elapse before 
the Eskimo will be exterminated by 
disease (through adopting white men’s 
method of habitation, declared Dr. 
D. EB. Scott, who recently returned to 
Edmonton after spending one year at 
Aldavik, in the delta © fthe Mackenzie 
River. He has been acting as medical 
officer to. the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Arctic posts and working 
among'Indians and Eskimos, in behalf 
of the department of Indian affairs. 

While this prediction has been made 
by others fn the past, Dr. Scott adds 
that Eskimos and Indians of the delta 
are also suffering from intestinal par- 
asitic attacks, due to eating raw fish, 
rabbits and other meats. This, how- 
ever, he claims, is not a serious prob- 
lem to contend with, but such diseases 
as cancer amd appendicitis, he states, 
are becoming too prevalent among the 
Indians. ‘ 

In the old days, when snow, houses 
were their temporary homes, the Es- 
kimos were healthy, states the doctor, 
but since they commenced Iiving in 
eabins and ehacks, tubérculosis has 
broken out among them, and this dread 
menace threatens to wipe tiem out. 
Among the delta Indians, Dr. Scott 
found that in all but ten per cent.

Receive Fewer Immigrants 


U. &. Immigration Reduced By 68 Per 
Cent. Due to New Lawes 

The new immigration law has reduc- 
ed by approximately 68 per Cent. the 
influx of foreigners to the United 
States, according to analysis of immi- 
gration statistics for 1924-25. Many 
nAtionals of foreign 9duntries are leav- 
ing the United States for thelr home 
shores. Several countries have not 
only failed to fill their quotas, but the 
net immigration has been reduced by 
an emigration of allens, Figures 
show that 20,948 more Italians left the 
United States than entered it during 
the year. 

Germany, Great Britain, the Irish 
Free State and Sweden also failed to 
fill their quotas, 

The total immigration wag 294,314 
for the year, as compared with’ 706,896 
during the preceding year, before the 
two per cent. quota went into effeet. 

Canada and Mexico are now the 
chief sources of immigrant labor, the 
influx from these countries yielding a 
total of 130,198 or nearly two-thirds of 
the net immigration for the year.
